Back in 2007, HPI (Halo Paranormal Investigations) conducted an investigation at 
the Crest Theatre. We obtained 3 EVPs. One of the EVPs was a female voice that 
said...."lookit here!" The other 2 EVPs were unintelligible. At one particular chair in 
the theatre, the EMF reader would go off. At the location of that chair was a distinct 
cold spot. The Crest Theatre has plenty of history. The theatre has been around 
since 1912. In 1912, it was called the Empress Theatre. The theatre during its 
many years has been a vaudeville palace, a Hippodrome. When it was the 
Hippodrome, tragedy struck. On September 14, 1946, the Hippodrome's marquee 
fell to the sidewalk below, killing a bystander. That bystander was Mrs. Jessie 
Shirley Potter, age 41, of Alta, CA. She was crushed beneath the marquee. Joseph 
Brady, age 40, was struck a glancing blow and sustained a skull fracture, broken 
collarbone, permanent brain injury and loss of hearing in one ear. Litigation for 
damages came up to $176,334.50. This amount was sought after by the Potter 
family and by Brady in Superior Court. You are probably wondering if the ghost of 
Jessie Shirley Potter is still around? Even though we were able to obtain some EVPs 
in this historical theatre, we could not get any confirmation that Ms. Potter was still 
hanging around. 


After this tragedy, the Crest Theatre was remodeled in 1949. No longer was it the 
Hippodrome, it was now the Crest Theatre. During the 1950s and 1960s, it was one 
of the premier first-run movie palaces in the Sacramento area. As the decade 
turned to the 1970s, it was reduced to mostly sub-run fare. In the early 1980s, the 
Crest closed down for a time while several attempts were made to revive the 
theatre in many forms, including a dinner theatre. Finally, by the end of 1995, the 
Crest was completely refurbished and today its main auditorium (which has been 
left in its post-1946 unaltered state) is a multi-purpose theatre showing classic 
revival and specialty films, occasional live shows and lectures. Two additional, 
smaller cinemas were built adjacent to the original site around the time of the 
remodeling. The two subterranean theaters were closed in the 2010s and replaced 
by Empress Tavern in 2015.

With live DJs, dazzling tank light-shows, 
monthly and weekly drink specials and events, you can look no further for the best 
nightlife venue on land...or sea." 


| have been to the Dive Bar twice and Deanna has only been to the Dive Bar once. 
When Deanna Jaxine Stinson walked into the Dive Bar, the first thing she saw was a 
woman in 1950s dress sitting at a table. Deanna is a psychic medium and is known 
for seeing ghosts. | usually try to back-up her claims, in which she is very 
successful. | attempted to get an EVP of the woman that she saw, but was 
unsuccessful in obtaining an EVP. Since the Dive Bar is right across the street from 
the Crest Theatre, it is very possible that a haunting will bleed over into the next 
building next to it, or across the street from it. As we walked outside, | managed to 
get an EVP of a man saying..."I'll fix his wagon!" | definitely believe that the area 
where the Crest Theatre and Dive Bar are at, is haunted. Joann Mason from Yuba 
City said that when she went to the Crest Theatre, she saw what appeared to be a 
homeless woman. This homeless woman was pushing a carry-on cart and she was 
wearing a blanket. The homeless woman went through the doors of the Crest 
Theatre. The doors to the Crest Theatre were locked, but somehow this woman 
went right through the doors. Joann truly believes she saw a ghost. 


Dan Haugen of West Sacramento says that when he was walking past the Crest 
Theatre during dusk, a man in a suit approached him and asked where the church 
was. As Dan turned around, the man was no longer next to him. He somehow 
vanished. Dan believes that the man was asking about the Cathedral of the Blessed 
Sacrament, which is located at 1019 11th Street, Sacramento. The Cathedral of the 
Blessed Sacrament located on K Street is known to be haunted. There are stories of 
people who have seen a ghostly priest walking in and around the church. K Street in 
Sacramento has a lot of history and | do believe ghosts are walking all around that 
street. The Dive Bar, Crest Theatre and the Cathedral of the Blessed Sacramento is 
only the tip of the proverbial iceberg!

There is a section of the I-80 in Wyoming that is known as the "Highway to Heaven" 
because of an optical illusion that it makes. On a stormy day, foggy day, ora 
cloudy day, the stretch of road seems to be reaching toward the sky. Some long- 
haul truckers refer this stretch of road as The Sisters, because of the twin hills. The 
Sisters are notoriously bad in the winter for snow and ice, and so they’re somewhat 
treacherous in the winter if we get a bad storm. No one ever says anything nice 
about this stretch of highway. Deanna Jaxine Stinson used to live in Wisconsin and 
Montana. Deanna's father was a long-haul trucker. Deanna, her sister Abby and 
their father have been on the Highway to Heaven many times in their travels. 
Deanna being a psychic has seen many ghosts along the Highway to Heaven. 


Deanna has seen ghosts of the deceased lying on the pavement or wandering 
around aimlessly. A truck driver named Lionel remembers seeing an 18-car pile-up. 
Lionel has driven this road at night and the first thoughts that come into his mind, is 
of death. In the past decade, there have been 175 crashes and 207 fatalities. This 
road gets about 17 car crashes a year. Some people as they drive this road, feel 
depression or sadness. Most likely these people have empathic capabilities and do 
not know it. 


Some drivers say that they feel like they are entering a portal. They will hear 
strange yelling and screams as they enter the highway portal. They say it usually 
happens at night. Besides Deanna, other drivers have seen ghostly bodies lying on 
the ground. Voices are heard. Louis Bihval says while he was driving his 18- 
wheeler up the highway, he heard soft voices by his right ear. It was a voice of a 
man saying "be careful". Louis says that stretch of the highway creeps him out. 
Deanna's father did not like driving on this road. It is said that the area has some of 
the largest wind turbines in Wyoming because of the strong, prevailing winds adds 
to the dangerous nature of the highway. When you go into the valley, there is no 
wind, then when you climb out of the valley, you are hit with strong unforgiving 
winds. These winds have caused many accidents. Don Meagan, an RV driver once 
had an accident on this road. The winds overturned his RV. While Don was pressed 
up into the passenger section, he was visited by a ghost. The ghost told him that his 
leg was broken. Don said when the ambulance arrived, the medics told him his leg 
was indeed broken. Special Note: This information was provided to me by Deanna's 
family members that are very familiar with this treacherous road. An RV driver says: 
“It’s nerve-wracking to be dragging a 40-foot-long, 13-foot-high RV - even though it 
weighs 34,000 pounds,” he said. “One of the reasons it’s scary is because of all the 
semis, there’s just so many semis on that road.” The Highway to Heaven leads to 
Bridger Valley and there are people that find Bridger Valley heavenly. 


Another interesting aspect of this highway is that some people have seen UFO/UAP 
activity around Bridger Valley or along the Highway to Heaven. The whole state of 
Wyoming appears to have UFO activity. A Thermopolis housewife saw one. A man 
poaching deer was certain he saw one. So did an Air Force pilot flying near Rock 
Springs. At the height of the flying saucer craze in the 1950s, Wyomingites saw 
their fair share of UFOs, and dutifully reported them to the authorities. But while 
most of the handful of sightings in those years were easy to explain away, a few 
reports in the Cowboy State still remain unexplained. Merced Gonzales while on a 
road trip from Utah and through the Highway to Heaven saw a cigar shaped object 
that seemed to follow her vehicle. At one point of time, the cigar shaped object sent 
down a beam of light to the ground, as if it was looking for something, or scanning 
the ground. Jerry Donavan was doing a cross country drive with 2 of his buddies and 
they were playing songs like: "Sweet Hitchhiker by Creedence Clearwater Revival", 
"Born to be Alive by Patrick Hernandez", "She Blinded me with Science by Thomas 
Dolby"; "Time Warp from the Rocky Horror Picture Show", "Them Changes by Buddy 
Miles"; "Hollywood Swinging by Kool and the Gang"; "Men in Black and Forget Me 
Nots". Jerry and his friends were having a great time, laughing and singing along to 
these songs. As Jerry approached the Highway to Heaven, one of his buddies yelled 
out..."what the F is that in the sky??" Jerry looked, his friends looked and what they 
saw were 3 UFH (Unidentified Flying Humanoids). Jerry says that the sun was going 
down, but they could see clearly the UFHs. The UFHs seemed to have noticed them 


and it appeared as they were headed to their moving vehicle. Jerry sped up and felt 
terrified. Everyone was yelling in the car. When the sighting happened Jerry turned 
off the music, but as the UFHs got closer the music started up on its own and the 
song that was playing was "Time Warp". After the song ended, the 3 UFHs just 
blinked out, as if they were never there. Jerry says he has no desire to ever drive 
that stretch of highway again. Jerry says that was the most scariest thing that ever 
happened to him and his friends. Jerry thought he was going to be abducted.

INFORMATION FOUND ON THE INTERNET 

"The Battle Pass Byway is one of the most scenic drives in the Cowboy State. The 
11-mile stretch of WY-70 from Encampment to Slaughterhouse Gulch may also be 
the most haunted road in Wyoming. Located in the Sierra Madre Range of the 
Medicine Bow National Forest, it was a popular area for prospecting in the late 
1800s. According to local legend, the ghost of a miner killed in an underground 
explosion still roams the old trail at night. Shortly after the incident, a stagecoach 
driver along the route reported a stranger walking on the side of the road. After 
spooking the horses, the man vanished into thin air. Years later, several forest 
rangers were camped out in the area when they saw the man wandering down the 
road. When they approached the stranger, he disappeared." | asked Deanna about 
this road, and she said it is indeed haunted, but she feels the Highway to Heaven is 
more haunted. Deanna has only been on this road once. Deanna says she saw two 
apparitions on this road.

HAUNTED GRUYERES CASTLE

During my 12 years in the US Army, | took advantage of travel opportunities. | 
could never understand why some soldiers rather hang out at the barracks and not 
explore the city, the country or neighboring countries. Note: These type of soldiers 
were called “barracks rats”. When I was in Germany working as an MP (Military 
Policeman), | was one of the lucky few to be selected to work undercover for C.I.D. 
(Criminal Investigation Division) D.S.T. (Drug Suppression Team). CID gave me the 
code name "Porkchops". Special Note: Other names that CID gave me was “Frisco” 
and “Lambchops”. Working with CID, allowed me to travel all over Germany and 
see many historical sites. The government paid for my meals, hotels and travel. 
When other travel opportunities came about, they were always on military 
discounts. So, when | saw an opportunity to visit Gruyeres Castle in Switzerland, | 
jumped on it. 


Let me tell you some history about this castle. The castle was built between 1270 
and 1282. They built the castle using the typical square plans that were known via 
the County of Savoy fortifications. The land that Gruyeres Castle is on, is the 
property of the Counts of Gruyéres. This lasted until the bankruptcy of Count Michel 
in 1554. The Count's creditors like the Cantons of Fribourg and Bern, divided his 
Earldom. 


Then from 1555 to 1798, the castle was the residence of the bailiffs and then to the 
prefects sent by Fribourg. In 1849, the castle was sold to the Bovy and Balland 
families. The castle then became their summer residency. The castle was restored 
and became the foundation for an artists' colony. The castle was repurchased by 
the Canton of Fribourg in 1938. The castle then was made into a museum, and 
opened to the public. The tourists now flock to this castle to admire its exquisite 


beauty, and to see the gorgeous art collections. The castle since the 12th century 
has stood as a testament of wealth and power. Tourists now are very interested in 
the haunting activities of the castle. Tourists and employees have heard strange 
sounds coming from the dungeons. Some tourists say that it sounds like people 
being tortured. There is screaming, moaning and yelling. Tourists have heard men 
screaming "es duet mr leid", which means "sorry" over and over again. They also 
heard the words "Lohn Si mi in Ruh (frm), which means "leave me alone". One of 
the strangest paranormal sights is of a ghostly figure of a woman dressed in white 
that roams the halls in the dead of night. Clara Brunner of St. Gallen says that she 
encountered this specter and noticed she had a "pansy flower" attached to her 
collar. Some of the pedals from the pansy flower dropped to the floor and dissolved. 
Clara says that she refers to this ghost as "Pansy" and her looks show signs of 
distress. 


| discovered this on the Internet: "One summer, two students from the nearby 
University of Fribourg were exploring the castle for a school project about its 
history. As they ventured into the lower levels of the castle, the pair noticed a 
strange chill and quickly grew anxious. Suddenly, the lights were extinguished, 
leaving the two in complete darkness. As the students stumbled through the dark, 
they felt something brush against them. Fearing for their safety, the two students 
made their way up the stairs. Eventually, they reached the top and, to their horror, 
saw a white figure in front of them. It had no face, only two dark eyes that seemed 
to be staring into their souls. Then the figure disappeared." 


Special Note: When | took a tour of this castle, the tour guide told me that this ghost 
is known as "No Face". The tour guide has seen this ghost and he says that many 
other people have encountered this ghost. The tour guide says the ghost is 
harmless, but since it does not have a face, it scares people to kingdom come. As | 
walked down the hall where No Face is seen, | did detect some extreme cold 

spots. The students never returned to Gruyéres Castle, but tales of the ghostly 
figure persist to this day. Gruyeres Castle is one of the most haunted places in 
Switzerland. Some of the notable historical characters that lived in this castle 

are: Count Johann III of Gruyéres, and his son, Count Johann IV of Gruyéres, both of 
whom were important figures in the history of Switzerland. The castle served as a 
military stronghold during the French Revolutionary Wars and the Wars of the Grand 
Duchy of Baden. Some locals say that Count Johann IV of Gruyeres is sometimes 
seen roaming the halls of the castle.

When I was stationed in Germany, a group of soldiers, including myself went on a 
tour of Berchtesgaden; Garmisch-Partenkirchen, Lake Constance and The Alps. On 
this excursion, | wore a long black fur coat and a nice black fedora hat. When we got 
to a snowy hill that overlooks The Alps, a gust of wind blew my new hat off my 
head. The wind took it a good mile away and my hat was sitting at the foothills of 
The Alps. My Sergeant Major looked at me and said..."Porkchops, are you going to 
get your hat?" 


Cryptids: Slime Rat & Lynx Man

When I went to Bologna, Italy with my sergeant major in 1974, | stopped off at the 
Boom Club. The Boom Club was a exquisite nightclub that looked like a modernized 
stadium. Of course, | was single and was enjoying the nightlife. | made friends with 
two Air Force airmen and 2 Italian girls. In Italy, it's very common, well back in 
1974, for all of the women in the nightclub to go out on the dance floor and dance 
with each other. If an Italian woman waved you to the dance floor, it meant she 
liked you. The girls dance first, and the men stand around the dance floor waiting 
for a girl to wave them onto the dance floor. That is how | met Martina Rizzo. 
Martina gave me a big smile and waved me over to the dance floor, so | can dance 
with her. After the dancing, we talked all the way until the sun came up. She 
discussed her life, her goals, etc. | discussed my life, my goals also. Since | am very 
interested in the paranormal, | had to ask Martina if she ever experienced anything 
paranormal. Little did | know I would hear two stories about cryptids. 


Lynx MNE BAP 


Slime Rat of Rocca Calascio, Italy 


The castle at Rocca Calascio was constructed in the tenth century as a single 
watchtower. A walled courtyard with four cylindrical towers at the corners around a 
taller inner tower was added in the thirteenth century. The lower half of the fortress 
is built with distinctively larger stones than its upper half. It is believed that this 
feature was to make its base impenetrable to invaders. The fortress was never 
tested in battle. Martina tells me that she has cousins that live at Rocca Calascio 
and they told her that at one time, there was a blood feud between two families in 
regard to their political beliefs. The witch was from the family that had 4 members 
of her family perish, after their fight with another family. In contrast, the 13th 
century was generally a time of unmitigated violence. Entire families were 
expunged in escalating blood feuds reminiscent of vendettas among the Mafia 
families in more recent times. The tragedy of Romeo Montecchi and Juliet Capuleti 
(made famous by William Shakespeare’s play in 1595) took place in that same time 
period. The witch's curse created a cryptid that the townsfolk called "Melma Ratto", 
which means "Slime Rat". People near the fortress would see a slimy looking rat the 
size of a coyote walking in and around the fortress. Anyone encountering the cryptid 
would get bit, and become ill. The slime from the rat if touched felt like acid. The 
Slime Rat would also dissipate into nothingness. There were reports that some 
people may have died, because of this huge rat. Most of the townsfolk believed that 
the slime rat was a demonic entity. A bishop came to the fortress and said some 
protection prayers and banished the Slime Rat to Hell. After the blessing the Slime 
Rat was never seen again. 


More History of Rocca Calascio 
The game of power made every northern Italian town a theater of civil wars. A 


family backing a particular political party often controlled a neighborhood adjacent 
to one controlled by a family belonging to a rival party. The year 1198 saw the 
beginning of two such political parties-the Guelphs and Ghibellines. (The Montecchis 
were Ghibellines; the Capuletis were Guelphs.) The names are of German origin. At 
that time, German emperors also reigned over Italy, through a parallel kingdom 
built up by the Unrochingi, which by 888 was the first dynasty of the world whose 
rulers wore crowns considered holy by the Church. 


Lynx Man of Manarola, Cinque Terre, Italy 

Martina's great grandmother was from Manarola, Cinque Terra. Martina's 
grandmother says that Manarola, Cinque Terre was once terrorized in 1936 by a 
cryptid that had the body of a man and the head of a Lynx. This creature would look 
through windows and sneak up on people and growl. Some townsfolk believed that 
the creature was actually a large Lynx, but others claim that it truly had the body of 
a man. On one night, when the village people got tired of seeing this scary creature, 
they shot their guns into the night sky. After this incident, the Lynx Man was never 
seen again. The villagers say that this were-cat was an ailuranthrope, a man that 
had the ability to shape shift into a feline therianthropic, instead of a werewolf. It is 
rumored that the Lynx Man was manifested by Turkish gypsies who placed a curse 
on Manarola, Cinque Terre. It is also noted that the Eurasian Lynx roamed the 
hillsides in Manarola, Cinque Terre and that the Lynx Man may have just been a 
very large Lynx and not a shape shifter. 


Some History of Manarola, Cinque Terre: 

Cinque Terre is mentioned in documents dating to the 11th century. Monterosso 
and Vernazza were settled first, and the other villages grew later, whilst within the 
territory of the Republic of Genoa. In the 16th century, the inhabitants reinforced 
existing forts and built new defensive towers to protect the population from attacks 
by the Turks. Cinque Terre experienced an economic decline from the 17th to 19th 
centuries,] recovering when an arsenal was built in La Spezia and it gained a railway 
link to Genoa.

Facebook timelines. "Today, Deanna, our dogs Story/Champagne and |, did an 
impromptu investigation of the Trap in Greenhaven (Sacramento, CA). | received a 
message from a woman who does not want to be identified. | will call her Ms. T. Ms. 
T says that on October 12, 2023, around 10pm, she saw a man and woman, that 
looked like shadowy figures walking around The Trap and walking along the 
Sacramento River. Ms. T had her eye on them and thought they were being 
suspicious as they were also peering through windows at a nearby apartment 
complex. As she watched them, and as they reached the levy, they vanished. 
Deanna was not able to detect any spirit activity. The dogs didn't detect anything, 
and | was not able to obtain any evidence of a haunting. If anyone out there knows 


anything about any haunting activities at The Trap, please let me know." Special 
Note: The Trap is located at: 6125 Riverside Blvd, Sacramento (Greenhaven) 


Some History About The Trap (Found on the Internet): 

"The Trap in Sacramento isn’t just a pre-Prohibition bar or one of the oldest dive 
bars in the city. The Trap is one of the oldest businesses of any kind in Sacramento 
or its surrounding area, dating back to the 1860s. Certified as a historic building in 
2009, The Trap looks like it could collapse at a moment’s notice, a true dive bar 
shack if ever one existed." 


ANGEL AT THE RIVER: 

The Sacramento River has had its share of drownings. The currents can get strong 
at times. Whirlpools will also manifest in the fast-moving Sacramento River. The 
Trap is right next to the river, and it's very possible that people who fell to tragedy 
at the river may haunt The Trap or haunt the land around The Trap. | had my own 
experience at the Sacramento River. | believe | was saved by an angel. | was 
spending a Summer day at the Sacramento River with my family. As I was lying on 
a rubber raft, a speed boat went by and tipped over my raft. | went under and 
found myself at the bottom of the river. | thought for sure | was a goner. My family 
didn't even notice me, they were too busy playing volleyball. A miracle suddenly 
happens, | felt two hands on my chest. The two hands brought me over to the 
beach. | was saved by an invisible entity. | believe that was my angel. | told my 


family, that | almost drowned. They laughed and thought | was joking. The area 
where | almost drowned was just a few yards from The Trap. 


WATER ELEMENTAL: 
Besides ghosts haunting The Trap and the Sacramento River, we have cryptids. 
Here is a portion of an interview | did with Bob Montana, a witness to a Wetlash. 


Paul: Bob, tell us something about yourself. 


Bob: | was born and raised in Sacramento, lived in Carmichael for about 7 years 
now. | am married with 3 children. | work for the State government. | am an avid 
fisherman. | love taking my boat out and seeing what I can catch. 


Paul: What kind of boat do you have? 
Bob: | have a 30’ Hydro Cat Cataraman Offshore Fishing Boat. 


Paul: On November 16, 2011, around 2000 Hours (9pm) you saw something unusual 
along the embankments of the Sacramento River? 


Bob: Yes, | saw a Wetlash. 
Paul: What is a Wetlash? 


Bob: My Indian friend calls it a Wetlash. It was the damnest thing I ever saw. This 
watery creature came out of the water, it had long ears, must of been about 3 1/2 
feet high, knee-high boots, strange shirt with an open collar and the longest tail 
ever. At the end of his tail, he was holding a fish. The Wetlash caught my eye and 
looked at me with a strange look and went back into the water immediately. Special 
Note: Bob Montana believes he witnessed a water elemental. 


MORE ON HAUNTING AT THE TRAP, MOTHMAN, RIVER SERPENTS & 
WHALES! 

The Sacramento River is a very deep river and its famous for having Humphrey the 
Whale in its waters. This happened in 1985. Then in 2007, it had Delta and Dawn, 
two humpback whales in its water. Besides having whales swimming in the 
Sacramento River, we had two SMUD workers that make claim that they saw a river 
serpent 30 feet long swimming in the Sacramento River. Large salamanders have 
been seen on the embankments of the Sacramento River and get this. Up to 6 
people have seen the Mothman on the Tower Bridge. The Sacramento Mothman 
was featured on History Channel's Monster Quest. So, with all of these ghosts, 
cryptids, elementals reported along the Sacramento River, | have a tendency to 
believe The Trap is haunted. Dawn Neely of Bakersfield says that in 1986, she 
visited The Trap and saw a red-haired woman standing behind her in the restroom.

Haunted Fort Knox, Kentucky

When I was in the Army, one of the places | was stationed at was Fort Knox, 
Kentucky. During my time there, | was teaching elite forces like Marine Recon, 
101st (Screaming Eagles) Airborne, 82nd Airborne, Night Stalkers, Air Force Special 
Operations, Green Beret aka Army Special Forces, Delta Force, West Point and Navy 
Seals the Soviet Threat. | was in the elite group called OPFOR (Opposing Forces). 

My rank at the time was E-5 (Buck Sergeant). | would teach these elite forces on 
how to use the W.E.F.T. System (Wings, Engine, Fuselage and Tail Section) in 
identifying enemy aircraft. | would also teach the elite forces on how to use Soviet 
weapons like the AK-47; SVD Sniper Rifle; AKS (Modified Version of the AK-47), etc. | 
would also don a camouflage ski-mask, a Soviet uniform and black gloves and 
pretend | was Corporal Dowbowski, a Soviet defector, as | would motivate the elite 
with calisthenics and talking in a fake Russian accent. | would start off each class 
with this line..."the Soviet Soldier is and must be considered a formidable foe, we 
must understand why and what makes him a good soldier, is it his upbringing, his 
attitude, his pride, his history, his training?"

During my time at Fort Knox, | was extremely busy with OPFOR, but | was 
determined to investigate on my own, the haunting stories | heard on this base. Fort 
Knox has so many mysteries at this base. One of those mysteries is how people 
wonder if there is really any gold left in the vaults of Fort Knox? People wonder if 
Captain Thomas F. Mantell was actually chasing a UFO or was he chasing a Skyhook 
balloon? Here is some details of that historical UFO incident: 


On January 7, 1948, 25-year-old Captain Thomas F. Mantell, a Kentucky Air National 
Guard pilot, died in the crash of his P-51 Mustang fighter plane near Franklin, 
Kentucky, United States, after being sent in pursuit of an unidentified flying object 
(UFO). Mantell pursued the object in a steep climb and disregarded suggestions to 
level his altitude. At high altitude, he blacked out from a lack of oxygen; his plane 
went into a downward spiral and crashed. 


| talked with many senior officers about the Mantell case, and they all believe he 
was chasing a Skyhook balloon and not a UFO. 


At Fort Knox, there are some ghost stories. | will list those ghost stories below. 


Head Bash 

There is a ghost that haunts one of the barracks. When soldiers see him, his 
forehead is dripping down blood. They call him "Head Bash". Head Bash is also 
wearing an Army uniform. The story goes that Head Bash went to a strip bar and 
got friendly with one of the ladies. A 1-percent Outlaw gang member didn't 
appreciate this soldier talking with his lady and waited for the soldier to go to the 
bathroom. The Outlaw motorcyclist/bouncer walked in after him and while Head 
Bash was urinating and facing the wall, the Outlaw motorcyclist grabbed the back of 
his head and bashed it into the wall over and over again, killing him. Head Bash is 
seen at one of the barracks looking confused and lost. 


Toy Tiger Lady 

There was a club in Louisville, Kentucky called "the Toy Tiger". Marla aka the Toy 
Tiger Lady was a regular at this nightclub. One of the soldiers fell in love with her 
and he would sneak her into his barracks. One night Marla was hitchhiking to the 
Toy Tiger, so she could meet up with her soldier boyfriend. The person that picked 
her up, drove her to a secluded cemetery and strangled her to death. Her spirit is 
seen at one of the barracks looking for her lost love. 


Bleeder 

A soldier with multiple bullet holes is seen walking on the grounds of Fort Knox. It is 
said, he was killed when he went to a bar and made fun of a short guy. He 
humiliated the short guy in front of some ladies. The short guy was so mad, he went 
out to his car and got a gun. He chased his harasser out to the parking lot, the 
harasser went underneath a truck to get away from the short guy. The short guy 
shot him several times underneath the truck. When soldiers see this soldier that 
was killed, walking around the base, he is bleeding all over his body, hence the 
name "Bleeder". 


While | was at Fort Knox, | was looking for these ghosts and the closest | got, was at 
one of the barracks, | may have seen Bleeder. | saw a strange mist form and the 
misty form moved along for about 3 yards and then dissipated. | believe Fort Knox 
is very haunted, because of the fatal training accidents, murders and suicides. The 
soldiers that | talked with have heard disembodied footsteps, unusual pounding on 
the walls of their barracks, feeling cold spots or feeling strange cold breezes. A 
couple of soldiers made claim that they were touched by the Toy Tiger Lady.

During my time in the Army from 1979 to 1986, | went from being a 97 Bravo 
(Intelligence Analyst) to being an OPFOR (Opposing Forces) Army Instructor with an 
H-Identifier. | also had orders to go to airborne school at Fort Benning, Georgia and 
then | would transfer to Fort Bragg, North Carolina for Army Special Forces aka the 
Green Beret training. But, due to some serious family medical issues, | did not 
complete my airborne and special forces training. | continued working as an 
instructor with OPFOR teaching ROTC students and regular college students the 
benefits of joining the Army.

Fort Benning, GA is now Fort Moore 
Fort Bragg, NC is now Fort Liberty 

Fort Gordon, GA is now Fort Eisenhower 


Being with OPFOR, it allowed me to instruct Army promotional classes at the 
following colleges and universities: 

University of Georgia 

Alcorn State University 

Coahoma Community College 

Mississippi Valley State University 


On my road trips to various colleges and universities, we made J-2 stops at Fort 
Benning, Fort Bragg and Fort Gordon. J2 is a military intelligence unit that is part of 
the Joint Staff Intelligence Directorate 1. It supports the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, the Secretary of Defense, Joint Staff, and Unified Commands. The J-2 
coordinates joint intelligence doctrine and architecture, and manages intelligence 
for joint warfighting assessments. While at these military installations, | conducted 
my own paranormal investigating by asking military personnel if a certain military 
installation was haunted. Here is what | discovered. 


FORT GORDON: 

Three phantom soldiers have been seen and one of the soldiers wears a white MP 
helmet. They are seen walking towards some barracks and then vanish. That was 
the only paranormal incident that | heard about. Later on, | found a story from a 
woman named Rhonda. Here is Rhonda's story in her own words. 


Rhonda says: "We went inside, and my daughter said "well, he's gone now!" | asked 
her....."what did this ghost look like?" She told me he had on a uniform like daddy 
wears. Right then | knew we had a ghost/spirit. Well, | brushed it off and my 
daughter started playing her Dora game on the computer that was in our living 
room and | started ironing my husband's uniforms... | was on the second one when | 


felt this really cold chill and about the same time my daughter turns from her game 
and says, "mommy who is that man?"...| was scared to turn around, but when | did, | 
didn't see anything or anybody. | asked her..."where is this man?" She told me he's 
gone again, and | turned around and went back to her game. Later | took my 
daughter outside to ask her if the man scared her when she sees him and she told 
me no. | asked if he says anything to her and she told me no. 


When my husband got home that night and after the kids went to bed, | told him 
what our daughter saw. My husband doesn't like hearing about ghosts and 
paranormal stuff. We got into a huge fight, and | went to bed, my husband stayed 
up and watched some TV. The next day my husband came home for lunch and told 
me he was sorry and told me as he was making his way to go to bed, that the night 
before the bathroom door opened and something black was standing there. It didn't 
say anything, but he got a really strong feeling that the spirit didn't like him fighting 
with me. | thought it was funny in a way because | know how ghosts can feed off 
negative energy. | had a feeling whatever was there didn't want my husband 
fighting with me. My daughter hasn't said if she has seen the phantom soldier 
anymore, but | know he's still here because if my husband fights with me, | can tell 
that something will freak him out." 


FORT BENNING: 

While | was at Fort Benning, | heard about how at times soldiers see "phantom 
paratroopers" dropping from the sky and then disappearing. The soldiers that 
witnessed this, believe that these are paratroopers that died in training accidents. 
When I got out of the Army and became a paranormal investigator, | was contacted 
by John A. Vasquez, Author of the book entitled "Incident at Fort Benning". John told 
me that there was an incident at Fort Benning in 1977. During a training exercise, 
orbs were seen in the night sky. A battalion of soldiers all passed out, when a UFO 
(orb) flew above them. When they awoke, they were inside a mother ship and 
experiments were being conducted on the awakening soldiers. On the ground, 
military personnel were shooting at the UFOs and according to John, one UFO was 
shot down. John was the only victim that remembered the incident, all of the other 
soldiers couldn't remember the incident. With my own investigating, | found 
Command Sergeant Major James Norton and an Army lieutenant that make claim 
that John A. Vasquez's story is true. Below is a book review of John's book "Incident 
in Fort Benning". | told John to contact MUFON and make a report, in which he did. 
Here is a book review by the MUFON investigator that investigated the incident at 
Fort Benning: 


John C. Thompson - MUFON Investigator says: "I have not read this book but know 
the story well. In 1997, while state director of MUFON of Georgia, | was contacted by 
John A. Vasquez to help investigate his claims of alien contact at Ft. Benning, 
Georgia. | found John A. Vasquez's account intriguing and his sincerity during 
several phone conversations over the next year sincere. In the course of MUFON's 
investigation a former drill instructor and Company Commander of his training unit 
were talked to by myself. The former Commanding General of Ft. Benning in 1977 
was talked to by Tom Sheets, then a MUFON investigator in Fayetteville (now state 
director of MUFON of Georgia). All gentlemen, two still active Army, were cordial 
and interested in Vasquez's account. Unfortunately, none of them supported his 
claim of alien contact. His former drill instructor, however, on hearing of Vasquez's 


assertion that the Army said his training unit never existed at Ft. Benning in 1977, 
said flatly the Army was wrong as he was there and at the time Vasquez was there. 
Since Vasquez's claim, another Ft. Benning recruit says he was involved in a secret 
UFO incident in April of 1977. He also claims possible alien contact/abduction. What 
impressed me most about Vasquez was not his claims but his effort over many 
years to find out what happened at Ft. Benning. This at least suggests he believes 
what he thinks happened. | and others then in MUFON of Georgia wonder if, 
perhaps, some kind of secret Army psy ops took place with recruits that produced 
traumatic results. Please disregard my rating as my purpose was only tell of what | 
learned of the Ft. Benning incident and my thoughts on Vasquez's honesty." 


BLOODY FACE SOLDIER 

The writer of this paragraph, wishes to remain anonymous. "My brother, who I'll call 
John, called me yesterday in a panic while | was working, to tell me that he saw a 
ghost on base. He doesn't usually call, especially not when he knows I'm busy, so | 
know this was serious. He said that he was driving near Harmony Hill when he saw a 
man walk out towards the road wearing BDU (which when | looked it up, it said it 
stands for Battle Dress Uniform), which was used from the 80s to the early 2000s, 
with blood all over his face, and he says the man asked him for directions to the 
main post. John pointed him in the right direction, but when he looked in his mirrors, 
the man was gone. John also shared with me that he had soiled his pants after 
realizing what he saw. He also mentioned another spirit he thinks he saw while he 
was on fire watch one night. He says he saw a man in UCP (had to look it up again, 
this one is Universal Camouflage Pattern, which was only used from 2005-2019) 
crying on a bench somewhere in the B-Company Barracks at or near the Airborne 


School. He says that this could not have been a real person because the lights in 
the room are motion activated, and the lights were not triggered by the man's 
presence. He says he was watching cameras, and no one came in or out." Location: 
Fort Benning. 


LONG BLACK-HAIRED PHANTOM 

The writer of this paragraph, wishes to remain anonymous. "Since we moved here, 
I've experienced some rather unusual things. We live in the Bouton Heights Village. 
| first noticed early in the morning after my husband has left for PT, the front door 
sounded like it opened and then shut on its own. | thought at first maybe he was 
coming back in because he forgot something, but | looked out the window of the car 
and he's already left. My husband and I don't have any children and once when | 
was home alone, while he was at work, | could swear | heard kid's footsteps running 
up and down the stairs. Then just 3 days ago, | was driving home from Kelley Hill 
(for those who know the area) | was taking the main road from Martin Army that 
passes Davis Hill to Bouton Heights. About 15 minutes, the short way home. It's 
very secluded, no homes or buildings are near. It was about 10pm at night and | 
was the only car on the road so my brights were on. | Saw a woman, or man with 
long black hair standing in the ditch on the side of the road right next to the turn 
into Davis Hill. | took a second look, and no one was there. | couldn't make out what 
the person was wearing, or what it looked like other than white and very wild long 
black hair." Location: Fort Benning. 


SPECIAL NOTES 

At Alcorn State University a small child is sometimes seen crying on the side of the 
street. While asking soldiers at Fort Bragg if they ever experienced any paranormal 
experiences while on the base, two soldiers told me that they sometimes see a 
"Lady in Red" walking around the Fort grounds. They believe that the Lady in Red 
might be a former prostitute that would sneak on the base, and that at some point 
of time, she died and returned to the base. At Mississippi Valley State University a 
ghostly man has been seen on the roof. The ghostly man looks like he is repairing 
the roof and then he will disappear. There were no paranormal experiences noted 
for Coahoma Community College and the University of Georgia. 


Haunted Fort Leonard Wood, MO

When I re-enlisted in the Army, | was sent to Fort Leonard Wood, MO for 2 weeks. | 
heard all kinds of stories on how this fort is haunted. One of the stories that | heard 
is that the Bravo Company basic training barracks is very haunted. In the men’s 
restroom on the 3rd floor, soldiers have heard a little girl laughing. Soldiers have 
seen a 3-foot-tall entity with eyeballs the size of ping pong balls. When 
encountering this entity, you will notice that the entity's eyes will glow. Some 
soldiers feel that this entity is some kind of imp. The soldiers also say that the Bravo 
Company Imp wears a black robe and hoodie. Some soldiers say that when they 
approached the Bravo Company Imp it will move back and forth in an unnatural 
movement and will actually chase you. One soldier was chased and later felt sharp 
pains on the back of his legs. He discovered that he had 3 deep scratch marks on 
both of his legs. 


Bloodline Rowdy Ghost Gang 

Dave Goodwin was a soldier at Fort Leonard Wood, MO. He arrived at the fort in 
December 2002. Dave might be a soldier, but he is also a ghost hunter and 
discovered that many Axis POW Camps were located in Missouri and one camp was 
at Fort Leonard Wood. When the government purchased the land for Fort Leonard 
Wood, they chased out many homeowners, including the whole town of Bloodland. 
Bloodland Town had 40 buildings and 100 people. The 100 people were relocated by 
the government, so they could build the fort. Dave learned about the most craziest 
ghost story that he has ever heard. Dave says that a soldier named James Klown 
was on guard duty and at some point of time, during the night, he was taken 
hostage by a group of rowdy ghosts. The rowdy ghosts forced Klown to drink hard 
cider from a straw. Klown became drunk and passed out. Then another soldier 
named Randall Ellsworth had the same thing happen to him. Finally on another 
night, 3 soldiers were attacked by these rowdy ghosts and forced to drink hard 
cider. The Army had enough of these stories, instead of these soldiers facing a court 
martial, the commander halfway believed them. The Army had disturbed the 
Bloodline Cemetery which is now part of the fort. The Army placed the land that 
used to be the Bloodland Town off limits. No soldier is allowed to walk on that part 
of the fort. 


Dave Goodwin says in his Own Words: 


"The second ghost story directly associated with Fort Leonard Wood is definitely 
more traditional fare. Located in the heart of the fort is the Partridge Preschool. 
Allegedly, a four-year-old girl was killed at the school. To this day, the spirit of the 
small child refuses to pass on. People have observed the child’s favorite swing, 
swinging for no reason by itself on the playground. Each time this is observed, 
witnesses report that the air is deathly still and that none of the other swings 
appear to move. Other visitors to the school have reported that if you rattle the 
door knobs inside the building and sit back and wait, the ghost of the little girl will 
rattle the doorknobs almost like she is acknowledging your presence. Workers in the 
building late at night have heard the sound of music emanating from a classroom 
closest to the little girl’s favorite swing. Sometime the music stops abruptly or it is 
played as loud as possible depending on the little girl’s mood. Another one of the 
little girl’s pet peeves is the placement of her favorite playground toys. Observers 
have commented that she likes “HER” toys to be put in “HER” special spots and it is 
not uncommon to find them moved back to their original places if you leave for a 
little while. 


| was unable to find any concrete evidence that a girl was killed at the preschool. 
While it is sad enough to think that such a young life may have come to an end at 
the Partridge Preschool, what | find more puzzling is the fact that if the spirit of the 
little girl is not causing the paranormal activity there, who or what is?" 


Leonard Wood Bigfoot 

During my time at Fort Leonard Wood, | learned that in 1978 and 1979, several disc 
shaped UFOs were seen at Fort Leonard Wood by several soldiers. Another 
interesting factor is that a Bigfoot was seen on the base. SP4 Logan says he saw a 
Bigfoot near some trees while he was on guard duty. The Bigfoot made a strange 
vocal sound and another soldier on guard duty heard the same sound. When SP4 
Logan told the other soldier about the Bigfoot sighting, the other soldier just 
laughed. Another soldier in May 1982 made a Bigfoot sighting, this is what he said: 


"About 30-40 feet from the intersection, facing the other direction, | observed a 
Bigfoot. What is amazing to me to this day is that | am the sort of person who really 
doesn't believe anything, unless | observe it myself, but at that initial glance, | knew 
immediately that it was a Bigfoot - not a bear, not a big person dressed up, just a 
Bigfoot, no doubt. A Bigfoot was on the road, looked in the direction of my vehicle, 
and ambled across the road into the woods." Note: The author of the above 
paragraph wishes to remain anonymous. 


Fangs 

Corporal Lannister says that while walking around the post late at night, out from 
the woods, a ghostly figure of a man approached him. The apparition opened his 
mouth to display a full set of fangs. Lannister ran away from the apparition. The 
apparition seemed to follow him for 60 feet and then turned off and went back into 
the woods. 


From the look of things, Fort Leonard Wood, MO may be one of the most haunted 
forts in America. The fort has all kinds of paranormal activity from Bigfoot to UFOs 
to ghosts to mysterious entities. Walking around the post late at night, will give you 
the chilly willies. 


CHAR MAN 

My cousin Paul Leaird went to the area where Char Man haunts. My cousin found no 
evidence of the paranormal. My cousin Paul was just curious about the legend of 
Char Man. Here is the story about Char Man: “As with all good legends, there are 
three different yet similar origins. The first and second both occur in the fire of 
1948. In the first story, a father and son are caught in the fire. Both are horribly 
burned beyond recognition, the father sadly passing away before help could arrive, 
the son mean while goes insane from his injuries. By the time rescue workers arrive, 
the son has skinned the father of all the burnt flesh and hung his lifeless remains 
from a nearby tree. The son, of course, eventually escapes into the woods and 
becomes the Char Man. 
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Ojai has a ghostly bride, covered in blood, attempting to hitch hike down Creek 
Road. 

In the second story, a husband and wife are caught in the fire. The husband, 
horribly burned and injured, hears his wife trapped by the blaze yelling "Help me" 
over and over again. The husband due to the fire and his own injuries is unable to 
come to the aid of his wife and lies unable to move listening to her pleas for help as 
she is slowly consumed by the flames. Again, the husband eventually becomes the 
Char Man. Supposedly the Ventura County Historical Museum claims that there 
were no victims in the fire in 1948, so these two origins already appear to have 
some flaws. There's yet another similar version floating around that states that Char 
Man was specifically a fire fighter who lost his life fighting the same blaze. “ 


My cousin Paul brought his date named Lancy. Lancy claimed she was a psychic 
medium and she told my cousin that “Wood Elves” inhabit the woods. Lancy 
claimed she saw 5 wood elves and they were wearing green pointed hats and green 
tiny suits with white ruffles. The wood elves were 1 foot-high and she observed that 
they climb trees very quickly, as fast as a squirrel climbing a tree.

A Visit from the Bunyip

When my cousin MSG Paul Leaird visited Australia, he heard stories about the 
Hawkesbury River Monster and stories about the cryptid called the Bunyip aka 
Kianpraty. I'm not going to get into details about the Hawkesbury River Monster, 
since | already wrote an article about this elusive cryptid. Here is a short 
explanation on what this creature is: 


The Hawkesbury River Monster is an elusive river serpent. There have been reports 


are far back, as seen in the ancient art of the Dharuk tribal Aborigines of New South 
Wales of a mysterious water monster. Legend calls them Mirreeulla aka the giant 
water serpent. The Hawkesbury River has produced reports of large reptilian or eel- 
like animals since at least as far back as 1924. There have also been sightings of 
this creature in the last decade. 


With this article, | will discuss another Australian cryptid called the Bunyip. There 
are many stories on the Bunyip in Aboriginal mythology. According to Aboriginal 
myths, the Bunyip lives in swamps, seen at billabongs, creeks and riverbeds. My 
cousin saw a waterhole in New South Hills and saw a strange creature in this 
waterhole and wonders to this day if he saw the Bunyip or if he just imagined it. 
The Bunyip is described as having a dog face. The Bunyip's fur is dark. The 
creatures are said to have flippers, horse tail, walrus tusks and a duckbill. Some 
Bunyips that have been seen have a crocodile shaped head. Most citizens of 
Australia believe that people are actually seeing a duckbill platypus. My cousin Paul 
in more recent times, now believes that is what he probably saw, since duckbill 
platypus are native to Australia. 


In 1818, the citizens of Australia were excited and felt they finally had proof of the 
existence of the Bunyip. Two explorers found a skull that they said belonged to the 
Bunyip. The skull was found half buried in the soil at Lake Bathurst in New South 
Wales. The skull was examined, and it was determined to be the skull of either a 
deformed foal or calf. 


The Bunyip came into existence via a legend. That legend claims that a man with 
the surname Bunyip broke the Rainbow Serpent Law by eating a totem animal and 
became a demon known only as the Bunyip. 


The Rainbow Serpent or Rainbow Snake is a common deity often seen as the 
creator God, known by numerous names in different Australian Aboriginal languages 


by the many different Aboriginal peoples. It is a common motif in the art and 
religion of many Aboriginal Australian peoples. Much like the archetypal mother 
goddess, the Rainbow Serpent creates land and diversity for the Aboriginal people, 
but when disturbed can bring great chaos. The Rainbow Serpent has certain laws 
that the Aboriginal people respect and when those laws are broken, great 
punishment falls upon the perpetrator. 


Some people of Australia believe that the Bunyip is nothing more than a freshwater 
seal. This is another theory. 


When my cousin Paul returned to his hometown of Lehigh, Oklahoma, after two 
weeks being home, he did some hiking and came across a "strippet". A strippet is a 
large hole in the ground, that was done by coal miners a long time ago, when coal 
was plentiful in Lehigh. In the strippets you will at times find water snakes and land 
turtles. When Paul looked inside of this one strippet, he thought he saw a Bunyip. If 
a Bunyip is an ethereal entity, a demon. Did the Bunyip demon follow Paul home? 
When Paul looked back into the strippet the strange creature was gone. At a later 
time in Paul's life, Paul felt maybe his eyes were playing tricks on him. 


Daku an Aborigine came across a Bunyip at Darling River in Australia. Daku was 
telling his Aboriginal friends that the Rainbow Snake was an angry god. Daku after 
having an argument with his friends, went off on one of the trails by himself and a 
Bunyip type creature came out of the river and attacked him, leaving bite marks all 
over his legs. Daku says that the Bunyip is a very real creature and that he does the 
bidding of the Rainbow Serpent.

BHANGARH FORT - INDIA 

Legend has it, a sadhu lived close to the fort area, and he asked that any house 
built close to his home, should not be taller than his own house. If the shadow of 
any part of the fort fell upon his own house, it would result in destruction of the 
nearby village. When columns were added to the fort that cast a shadow on the 
sadhu's house, the result was destruction of the fort and surrounding towns. 
Another legend is that a priest who dabbled in black magic fell in love with a 
beautiful Bhangarh princess. The Bhangarh princess had many suitors. One day, the 


priest followed the princess to the marketplace and offered her a love potion. 
However, she refused it, throwing it on a large rock. The rock rolled over on the 
priest and crushed him to death. Before he died, the priest cursed the entire village, 
condemning it to destruction and desolation. Now which legend is true, is anyone's 
guess. We will look more into the sadhu's curse, since this curse is more popular 
with the locals. 
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Many locals in nearby villages talk about all of the fatal accidents that have 
occurred at the fort. Because of this, the Archaeological Survey of India has now 
posted signs prohibiting tourists visiting the fort between sunset and sunrise. 
However, spending full nights in the haunted fort premises is still an adventure that 
people love to partake in. 


People who come to visit the fortress are amazed at the structure and architecture. 
But, many tourists complain that they feel extreme anxiety. They also feel 
restlessness. My uncle Jose Causing felt uneasiness when he was looking at the 
outside of the fortress. Jose said one tourist wanted to climb the fort and jump from 
the highest tower. Some visitors even pointed out that they get a weird sense of 
paranoia as if somebody is following them around. 


It is completely against the law to venture or stay inside Bhangarh Fort at night. The 
locals say that anybody who managed to go inside the fort at night have vanished. 
It is believed that spirits roam there at night, which turns this place into a hotbed for 
paranormal activities. Locals believe demons or mischievous spirits will abduct you 
in the night and take you into another reality, and you can never return to your own 
reality. 


According to legends, Bhangarh Fort has been cursed by a hermit named Guru Balu 
Nath as | have mentioned above. The spot where the fort has been built once 


served as the meditation spot of the sage. The king asked the sage that he wanted 
to build his fort at the Sage's meditation spot. The sage thought about it for a while 
and finally agreed, as long as the fort's shadow doesn't fall upon his home. The king 
underestimated the size of the fort and the fort's shadow emcompassed the sage's 

home. The sage then cursed the village, and the village was destroyed. The sage's 

curse was fulfilled. 


Jose says that this fort is the MOST haunted place in all of India. Many locals make 
claim to this. Jose says that the homes in the village are roofless. It is believed that 
the sage who cursed the town to its ultimate devastation is responsible for it. 
Referring to this, locals stated that it is not possible to construct a roof on these 
houses, and even if one is built, it collapses, and such incidents have killed many 
people in the past. 


There are many eerie stories surrounding Bhangarh. The history of the fort is full of 
tragedy and misery. Locals and tourists have experienced horrible accidents, death 
and misfortune. Locals also added that once three daredevils decided to stay in 
Bhangarh Fort premises after sundown. They wanted to know if the fort was really 
haunted or if it is just made belief legends. However, despite being equipped with a 
torch, one of them fell into a steep well, but was then rescued by his friends who 
tried to rush him to the hospital. But it seems like it was predestined, all three of 
them died in a road accident while they were on their way to hospital. The curse of 
this fort will live on forever. 


GALAPAGOS ISLANDS - ECUADOR 

The case of two neighbors living on a practically deserted island. That island is 
Galapagos Island. These island neighbors largely avoided one another, living about 
an hour’s walk from each other’s home, until the arrival of Eloise Wehrborn de 
Wagner-Bosquet, a self-proclaimed Baroness who had come to Floreana with her 
two male companions, Robert Philippson and Rudolf Lorenz. Her two male 
companions were the lovers of the Baroness. The Baroness was a modern woman 
with grandiose tales of her life back in Europe. Regarded as stubborn, sexy and 
wild, she landed on Floreana with the same pomp and circumstance as when 
Christopher Columbus landed in the Americas. The Baroness made claim to the 
islands as being hers and that she would govern the islands. 


Parading around the island in revealing outfits, the Baroness was not shy about her 
male lovers and was said to greet passing ships in see through outfits and a pistol 
attached to her hip. According to the documentary, "A Galapagos Affair", the 
Baroness was intent on building a hotel on the island, declaring herself the Empress 
of Floreana. Her boastful attitude and air of superiority ruffled the feathers of her 
neighbors, as petty conflicts arose frequently. At the same time, the Baroness had 
begun to favor Philippson over Lorenz. Lorenz was abused by Philippson and at 
times beaten. Lorenz ended the threesome and moved in with the opposing 
neighbors, the Wittmers. Lorenz and the Wittmers constantly talked about how evil 
the Baroness and Philippson were. The Wittmers hated the way the Baroness was 
condescending when they spoke with her. The Baroness was known to belittle 
people and this got on people's nerves. 


On March 27, 1934, the island of Floreana was eerie and quiet, a sense of 
foreboding was felt in the air. A long-drawn scream is said to have pierced the 
silence that day and the nothing else was heard. The Baroness and her lover, 
Philippson, disappeared forever. The Wittmers made claim that the Baroness and 
Philippson set sail for Tahiti, never planning to return to Galapagos Islands. Not too 
many people believe that story and actually believe that the Wittmers and Lorenz 
planned the murder of the Baroness and Philippson. The Baroness and Philippson 
were never heard from again; her larger-than-life personality and electrifying 
presence forever lost to the island of Floreana. Suspiciously, Lorenz became eager 
to go back to Germany after the disappearance and soon made haste to the island 
of San Cristobal, where his boat disappeared enroute only to be discovered months 
later with his mummified remains located on Marchena Island. Locals that have 
visited these islands make claim that the Baroness and her two lovers haunt these 
islands. Sometimes the ghost of the Baroness is seen by herself with what looks like 
stab wounds on her torso and neck. Other times the ghost of the Baroness and her 
two lovers are seen frolicking near the waters, happy and content. Special Note: | 
first heard this story from my half-brother Joseph Anthony Soyo, who visited 
Ecuador and the Galapagos Islands.

Haunted Chojnik & Czocha Castles - Poland

My stepmother Cindy has traveled to over 90 countries and territories. Cindy is a 
well-traveled international traveler and that is one of the reasons why my father 
was attracted to her, because of her adventurous spirit. One of the countries she 
visited was Poland. Poland has a remarkable history and plenty of ghost stories. 
Let's discuss two castles that she visited while in Poland. 


Chojnik Castle: The Shadow Rider 

Chojnik Castle is filled with history. Nestled on top of a mountain, it has been an 
witness to several battles and skirmishes. The castle has faced fires, and some 
locals believe the castle is cursed. In fact, the last owner of the castle was Hans 
Ulrich Schaffgotch. He was killed in 1645 after it was discovered he betrayed the 
ruler. After his death people started witnessing the shadow of a rider on a horse 
galloping around the castle grounds. They called this ghost "Shadow Rider" and it 
would appear during the night hours and come out of a dark mist. The locals believe 
the Shadow Rider is no other than Hans Ulrich Schaffgotch. Locals believe that the 
Shadow Rider protects the castle and has not come to terms of his own demise. 
Cindy says during her visit at the castle, she heard the sound of horse's hoofs, but 
there was nobody around, let alone a horse. 


Chojnik Castle was built on the orders of Duke Bolko | the Strict in 1292. Before the 
castle was erected, there was a hunting lodge on the grounds of the castle. The 
hunting lodge was built by Bolestaw II the Bald, who was the father of Duke Bolko | 
the Strict. The fortress was built to protect the borders of Bolko's Duchy of Jawor 
against the menacing Wenceslaus II of Bohemia. Bolko's grandson Bolko II the 
Small, the last independent Piast duke, had the castle reconstructed starting in the 
year 1355. 


The Chojnik Witch 

The Chojnik Castle is also haunted by a possible witch, "the Chojnik Witch". The 
Chojnik Witch is described as being a young lady with a flowing blue dress. She is 
seen carrying flowers. Some locals believe the Chojnik Witch is no other than Agnes 
von Habsburg who after her husband Bolko II died in 1368, she sold the castle to 
one of the courtiers, the knight Gotsche Schoff. Gotsche II Schoff modernized and 
expanded the castle in 1393. In the same year he donated the Gothic chapel, which 
was completed in 1403. The chapel was devoted to Saint Catherine and Saint 
George featuring exquisite paintings preserved until World War Il. The castle 


survived the next centuries without any damages. It withstood the attacks by the 
Hussites in 1426 and by King Matthias Corvinus of Hungary, who after his campaign 
of 1469 destroyed many Silesian castles. In 1529 Ulrich | von Schaffgotsch 
renovated the castle, and the beauty of the castle remains today. Cindy says that 
sometimes locals and tourists hear soft whispers echoing through the castle and 
feel extreme cold spots in some parts of the castle. 


Czocha Castle: The Ghost of Konrad von Wallhausen 

Czocha Castle was built as a stronghold, on the Bohemian-Lusatian border. The 
building of this castle was ordered by Wenceslaus | of Bohemia, in the middle of the 
13th century (1241-1247). In 1253 the castle changed hands and went to Konrad 
von Wallhausen, Bishop of Meissen. In 1319 the complex became part of the 
dukedom of Henry | of Jawor. After his death, it was taken over by another Silesian 
prince, Bolko II the Small, and his wife the Duchy of Silesia named Agnes. The 
beginning of this castle starts in the year 1329. Locals and tourists say that at times 
the ghost of Konrad von Wallhausen - Bishop of Meissen is seen walking the 
grounds of the castle. Sometimes the Bishop is seen reading the Bible. In the mid- 
14th century, Czocha Castle was annexed by Charles IV, Holy Roman Emperor and 
King of Bohemia. In 1389 and 1453, it belonged to the noble families of von Dohn 
and von Kluks. The castle was besieged by the Hussites in the early 15th century. 
The Hussites captured the castle in the year 1427. This was during the Hussite 
Wars. Battle screams are sometimes heard during the night hours on the castle 
grounds and locals believe this has to do with the Hussite Wars. Residual energy 
that replays itself over and over again. Cindy said when she explored the castle, she 
felt like she was being watched all the time. Cindy says it was a creepy feeling. 


The Mourners & the Ghost of Joachim von Nistitz & her Baby 

The castle has a nickname, it's called the Ghost Fortress by the locals. The locals 
say that the whole castle is haunted by many spirits. The castle is haunted by "The 
Mourners". The Mourners haunt the bridge that leads to the castle gates. The 
Mourners attended a funeral that was conducted there is 1719. The bridge 
collapsed and The Mourners drowned in the watery moat. Locals and tourists have 
heard cries and moaning coming from the moat area. Then there is the ghost of 
Joachim von Nistitz, a former castle owner. Joachim was an adulterer and cheated 
on her husband. When the husband found out, he ordered his guards to drown her 
at the well.

UFODAP: The Future of Instrumented UFO 
Research Has Arrived!

During these heady days of soft disclosure and a new openness regarding many 
aspects of 

the UFO subject (rebranded by the government UAP, Unidentified Aerial 
Phenomena) one topic of 

conversation receiving more and more well-deserved attention, is the subject of 
UFO hard data 

science. Up until now, there haven’t been many organized attempts to publicly 
gather hard data. 

Back in 1973 Ray Stanford established Project Starlight to the NW of Austin, TX. 
They had a 

400 acre laboratory site, with state-of-the-art analog gear including: a high-end 
optical system, 

radar, recording magnetometer, gravitometer, spectrographic camera, movie 
cameras, still 

cameras, parabolic directional microphones, telescopes that utilized a photo 
multipliers. 

Stanford’s efforts are a one of a number that attempted to collect scientifically 
useful data, but 

with non-reproducible systems.

Since 1998 scientists and civilians in Norway have monitored unexplained light 
phenomena 

with &quot;Project Hessdalen&quot; initiated by UFO-Norge and UFO-Sverige in the 
Hessdalen Valley, 

Norway in an unsuccessful month long study in 1984 and another attempted study 
in 1985. The 

Hessdalen Project is now planning a new effort and has purchased UFODAP software 
for evaluation. 

A major problem with prior attempts was that each system was not made available 
to the 

public at a sufficiently low cost and with scalable options so that many such 
systems might be 

deployed over a wide area. It is the evanescent nature of the phenomena that 
requires such 

wide-scale, continuous monitoring to achieve the possibility of collecting truly useful 
data. 

Now, there is an exciting new effort taking the subject of UFO hard data gathering 
to the next 

level: UFODAP. UFODAP is the first and only UFO detection system commercially 
available and 


interest in this groundbreaking technology has skyrocketed worldwide with 
exposure on popular 

TV programs and documentary films. 

What is UFODAP and the UFODAS? 

UFODAP (Unidentified Flying Object Data Acquisition Project) focuses on the 
application of 

current scientific and technological methods to recognize, track, and record 
anomalous aerial 

objects (UAPs). UFODAS (The UFODAP system) aims to expand a network of sensor 
systems to 

locations around the planet. At present, there are 76 optical installations with a 
growing list of 

multi-sensor units and software locations on four continents including gear and/or 
software in 

14 countries, 18 US states, and two Canadian Provinces. 

The project originated from the collaboration between the UFO Camera Project, led 
by ex- 

intelligence service lawyer Wayne Hollenbeck (1945-2019) and longtime 
investigator/theorist 

Christopher O& #39;Brien, and the work of electrical engineer/computer scientist 
Ronald Olch. 

Mr. Olch independently pursued the application of science and technology to 
Ufology 

research and spent six years developing a low-cost optical tracking system which 
can detect, 

track and zoom in on a moving object imaged by a moving camera. In 2016, 
Hollenbeck joined 

the Los Angeles UFO Research Group where he met Olch. This led to the creation of 
UFODAP. At 


the suggestion of O’Brien, the initial installation was installed at the ‘UFOP 
Watchtower,’ located 

near Hooper, CO, in the San Luis Valley, which is considered a UFO “hot spot” of 
unexplained 

aerial activity.

Why UFODAP? 

The primary technical focus of UFODAP is to provide cost-effective methods for 
recognizing, 

tracking, and recording anomalous objects while collecting data from multiple 
sensors. The 

development of UFODAS components has made significant progress over the past 
four years, 

and these components are now available for use in fixed and mobile installations. 
The UFODAP Project builds upon the technology developed for the UFO Data 
Acquisition 

System and consists of various system components. The system is designed to offer 
flexibility by 

combining multiple Data Acquisition Units (DAUs) with the Mission Control software 
(MC). 


The functionality of a DAU is determined by its hardware and software. Currently, 
there are 

two types of DAUs available: the OTDAU (Optical Tracking Data Acquisition Unit), 
which tracks 

target objects optically, and the MSDAU (Multi-Sensor Data Acquisition Unit), which 
measures 

various environmental parameters. The OTDAU consists of the OTDAU application 
software 

and one or two cameras. Each camera may be a USB or IP, either fixed lens 
(including “All-Sky 

Cameras”) or Pan/Tilt/Zoom (PTZ) types. The DAUs continuously transmit their data 
to Mission 

Control either through the Internet, locally to the user&#39;s computer, or both.

The UFODAS MSDAU has a rugged, environmental enclosure that houses a high- 
speed Linux- 

based computer and a range of precision sensors. These sensors include a 
magnetometer, 

gyroscope, accelerometers, barometer, temperature and humidity sensors, as well 
as a GPS 

receiver for positioning and time. It can also be equipped with an optional Software- 
Defined 

Radio (SDR) for RF spectrum scanning. The MSDAU also supports external USB 
devices and may 


be mounted alone or combined with a universal camera mount. It can be mounted 
on walls, 

poles, or tripods, and is powered and connected through a single PoE Ethernet 
connector. 

UFODAP enclosures are rated from -40F degrees to 120F degrees and wet weather. 
[Fig, 2]

Mission Control (MC) can receive real-time data from up to six DAUs and displays 
the geo- 

location of each DAU on an updatable Google map. If two OTDAUs lock onto the 
same object, MC 

can triangulate its location, altitude, speed, and size. [Fig. 3]

Alternatively, MC can display the radio frequency (RF) spectrum generated by any 
MSDAU 

and identify anomalous peaks of RF power above a selected baseline power level. 


Each MSDAU can independently scan a selected portion of the RF spectrum ranging 
from 1 MHz 

to 6 GHz. Mission Control also provides a list of ADS-B reported aircraft information 
for all 

flights within a 10-mile area surrounding a DAU. [Fig. 4]

The OTDAU can be equipped with a variety of USB and IP cameras, including fixed 

and Pan- 

Tilt-Zoom (PTZ) types. [Fig. 5] showcases a configuration that utilizes a fixed, wide- 
angle, high- 

resolution camera. A blue bounding box has been designated to define an area for 
initial target 

detection.

The UFODAP cameras recommended as components of the UFODAS have a wide 
range of 

resolutions and can operate in both color and near-infrared (IR) wavelengths. All 
cameras have 

configurable Main Stream resolutions, ranging up to 1920x1080 (1080P), 4K and 
beyond. By 

setting the camera to the IR mode through its manual setup controls, it can capture 
images in the 

near-IR wavelengths of about 850nm. 

The OTDAU system utilizes machine vision, deep learning techniques to identify 
potential 

targets based on criteria such as size, visibility duration, and proximity to static 
objects during 


nighttime. 

Once a target is initially detected, it is continuously tracked and designated on the 
User 

Interface. If the camera supports pan, tilt, and zoom (PTZ) capabilities, it will be 
directed to 

center the target and track it near the center of the field of view (CFOV) through a 
closed-loop 

process. [Fig. 6] 
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Email notifications can be configured to send a summary of the recorded ‘unknown’ 
track, 

including a brief description, collected videos, and periodic snapshots, to up to three 
recipients 

for data sharing purposes. 

Target Analysis 

Either immediately after an individual tracking or a batch of video file recording the 
target 

may be analyzed to automatically identify the target type. Several Al techniques 
and unique 

algorithms are employed to identify aircraft, birds and insects in each video and 
optionally to 

modify its folder name to include the estimated target type and confidence level. 
This capability 


can reduce an analyst&#39;s time for file uploading, opening and viewing by 
avoiding known objects 

and focusing on those labeled UNKNOWN. [Fig. 7] The OTDAU software is 
undergoing a 

continuous process of improvements and addition of new features and software 
updates are 

made available routinely.

Mission Control can display real-time moving plots of all data received from any

UFODATA 

The Center for UFO Studies (CUFOS) located in Chicago, IL is headquarters for 
UFODATA, 

which is a forward thinking organization dedicated to establishing scientific 
understanding of 

UFO/UAP phenomena. 


In 2020, UFODAP and the UFODATA organization formed an alliance to fund and 
advance 

UFODAS research and development. The collaboration involves UFODAP providing 
data 

collection hardware, software, and support, while UFODATA creates a cloud 
database for 

uploading and subsequent analysis of collected data. Both UFODAP and UFODATA 
agree: There 

is much to learn from the science inherent in manifestation of unexplained UFO 
activity and the 

best way to gain a deeper understanding is through rigorous scientific study. 


UFODAP Is Ready For Prime Time 

UFODAP’s impressive system growth around the planet is a direct result of high- 
profile 

media exposure on a number of popular cable channel reality programs that have 
chosen to 

utilize the UFODAS technology as an investigative tool. Production staff and show 
principles 

from Josh Gates’ television program Expedition X have featured the technology on 
five episodes 

of their popular show. In 2020 Ron Olch was interviewed by Josh Gates for the 
Expedition X 

analysis show After the Hunt where he gave viewers a hands on introduction to the 
UFODAS 

system and software design that was used on the show. 


Scientists studying Utah’s infamous “Skinwalker Ranch” have integrated UFODAP 
software 

into their extensive array of monitoring equipment, and now, a spin-off show to The 
Secret of 

Skinwalker Ranch, titled Beyond Skinwalker Ranch with lead investigators Andy 
Bustamante and 

Paul Beban is using the UFODAS as their primary investigative multi-sensor suite for 
their 

research at high strangeness ‘hot spots’ around North America. The show’s 
technical support 

personnel has been trained by Olch to enable them to fully utilize the sensor arrays 
and optical 

equipment during their investigations.

The Importance of Hard Data Research and the Future of Ufology 

The successful gathering and replication of hard data gathered from UFO/UAP 
sighting 

events will finally provide evidence for the establishment of scientific parameters 
around the 

physical &quot;nuts &amp; bolts&quot; aspect of the phenomena and this 
development will compel mainstream 

science to finally acknowledge this phenomena as real. 


Of course, there will be the other aspects of the phenomena to consider i.e., 
potential 

inexplicable failure of sensor systems, the netherworld liminality inherent in many 
events, the 

possible psycho/meta-logical/co-creative molding of perception by the witness of 
UFO/UAP 

events. Plus, there will be other societal implications to contend with including 
possible 

mythological long term programming by the intelligence behind the phenomena, 
etc. Besides 

simply establishing the physicality of the phenomena, hard data gathering also 
compels the 

important global social/political/scientific cultural structures to publicly incorporate 
this 

monumental development directly into mainstream social, religious and cultural 
belief. 

This effort to gain hard data could ultimately prove to be a quixotic endeavor akin to 
‘nailing 

Jello to the wall,’ but we will never know until we give it our best coordinated effort. 
With the 

cost and sophistication of sensor technology becoming affordable for the average 
person—along 

with access to the crucial tool of the Internet—perhaps we will see the day when 
data finally 

overwhelms the mystery. | never thought I’d see serious discussion in Congress 
about UFOs (or 

UAPs if they prefer) in my lifetime. Perhaps there’s also hope for all of us geared-up 
skywatchers 

as well!
